Response to Amendment 

The receipt of preliminary amendment of 09/26/05 is acknowledged. Claims 9-11, and 
41-43 have been canceled. Claims 1-8, 12-40 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions

Group I, claim(s) 1, 2, 6, 7, drawn to nucleic acid molecule comprising a nucleotide sequence of 
HPV-31 LI . (1 st product)

Group III, claim(s) 12-22, drawn to Virus like particles of HPV-31, vaccines, method of making 
and using. (3 rd product, and methods) 

Group IV, claim(s) 23-27, drawn to multivalent vaccines. (4 th product) 

Group V, claim(s) 28, 29, drawn to nucleic acid molecule comprising a nucleotide sequence of 
HPV-31 LI that are recognized in yeast. (5th product) 

Group VI, claim(s) 33-38, drawn to Virus like particles of HPV-31 that are recognized in yeast, 
vaccines, method of making and using. (6th product, and methods) 

Group VII, claim(s) 39-40, drawn to multivalent vaccines. (7 th product) 

The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
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technical features for the following reasons: The invention of Group I is known in the prior art as 
evidence by Robinson et al (WO 03/068933) wherein the reference teaches codon optimized 
polynucleotide including HPV-31 LI (see the abstract, claims 1, 3-6) or by Neeper et al (WO 
01/14416) wherein the reference teaches codon optimized polynucleotide including HPV-31 LI 
(see the abstract, claims 1-5). The cited evidence proves that the technical feature of Group I 
does not make a contribution over the prior art. Thus, the claims are not so linked by a special 
technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2.
